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ONLY RUSSIA AND THE UNITED STATES. 

I wonder if it has ever occured to the American people 
that Bolshevist Russia is the only country outside our own, 
where there is a real movement against religious schools. 
Italy did not permit religious instruction in the state schools 
for a long time, but now such instruction is compulsory. 
France abolished religious instruction from the state schools 
during one generation, and most of her people began to send 
their children to private schools. Elsewhere than in tho Un- 
ted States there was never any movement against private 
schools, when they were supported by those who patronize 
them. 

On the other hand, in England, Ireland, Scotland, Bel- 
gium, Holland, Germany, Austria, Canada, in most countries 
in fact. the state not only recognizes the private school, but 
maintains it. The State demands that a minimum of 
efficiency be reached by all schools, in which the youth of 
the land is being educated, and when this minimum is reached 
or surpassed, the state pays the bill. It acts on the theory 
that the child belongs first to the parents and then to the 
State: and since parents support the State, they should be per- 
mitted to have their children educated in any school, which 
complies with the educational standard established by the 
State. 

Propaganda in favor of the public school is carried on 
principally by those who have no special! love for the school 
at all, but who are interested in keeping religion out of the 
child’s life. The propaganda is much like the enemy propa- 
ganda with which we were acquainted during the war, and 
the American people are being deceived by the former as 
much as they now admit they were deceived by the latter. 

Who is paying for the whole-page advertisements ap- 
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to dismiss, and Mr. McCamant introduced his remarks with the following 
statement: 

“MAY IT PLEAE YOUR HONOR, I SHOULD SAY PREFATORY TO

Our readers may easily draw their own conclusions in regard to the 
above. Now, nowhere in the prospectus is Mr. McCamant entered as an 
attorney for any “Scottish Rite Bodies” as Defendants. He ostensibly 
represents the governor, attorney-general, and district-attorney; but, as he 
himself confesses at the beginning of his remarks, in reality he represents 
the Scottish Rite Masonic Bodies, the avowed proponents of the Oregon 
School bill and enemies of the parochial schools. We thank Mr. McCamant 
for his frankness, and would simply remark that, to all intents and purposes, 
the union between the State of Oregon and the Masonic bodies seems to he 
so intimate, that the same attorney joins both together in the common cause 
of defense, appearing in Court indiscriminately for both parties, but espe- 
clally for the “Scottish Rite Masonic Bodies.” This is certainly a unique in- 
stance in the history of American court procedure, 

Although the arguments for and against the motion to dismiss, and 
the arguments on the constitutionality of the law are to be distinguished, 
the Court chose to consider them together, and for the sake of simplicity, 
we will give, firet, the reasons assigned why the law should stand; secondly 
the pleadings of the plaintiffs against the law; and, finally, the decision of 
the Court. In this way, we will be able to learn to what extent the con- 
tentions of those who supported the schools against their enemies were up- 
held by the Court, and thus, to what extent victory lay with the schools. 

MR. MeCAMANT first urged a presumption in favor of the law. He 
said that action of Plaintiffs was premature, and that the Court could not 
pass on the constitutionality of the law until the statute became effective, 
and persons were actually injured by it. He also alleged a defect in plain- 
tiff, asserting that only the parents threatened by means of the proposed 
penalties could properly bring action in the courts. 

The loss sustained by the schools was only indirect and incidental, such 
as that (he said) which might be sustained by railroads through loss of reve- 
nues in consequence of State improvement of public highways. He likened the 
parochial schools to a public nuisance, such as a slaughter house within the 
corporate limits of a city might be, and which the police power of the State 
law of Oregon now prohibits the selling of game in the public markets, even 
during the fishing and shooting season; and he c.ted a decision of the State 
Supreme Court of Oregon to the effect that there were no judicial checks 
over the enactments of the legislature of Oregon in the matter of the control 
and supervision of minors. This law was merely a further extension of 
the State’s function of compulsory education, since the State had the right 
to determine, also, the means by ..hich compulsory education should be made 
effective. Possible abuses and possible failure of private schools to attain to 
a standard equal to that of the public schools made such requirements ad- 
visable. Mr. McCamant was willing to be generous. The children might go 
to the parochial and private schools after hours, he said. om 

MR. MOOR®, the Oregon assistant attorney-general, stated that the 
public schoo! system of the State, patronized by ninety-five per cent of all 
the children, was in need of defense against the five per cent which at- 
tended the private and parochial schools.
